A complete written statement as to the sut>stance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An Identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict fuilher action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Lorenz explained the invention and how it is enabled. The 
Examiner suggested focusing the purpose of the method on the mechanism, rather than trying to claim any inhibition. 
Mr. Lorenz explained that other immune responses appear to be inhibited, but proposed to consider focusing the 
invention on the cell-to-cell interaction and inhibiting activated T cells. The Examiner stated that he had confusion as to 
whether these T cells are activated, and Mr. Lorenz explained that they were already activated, but the interaction with 
CDS kills these cells. The Examiner again proposed limiting the method to T cell immunity and the mechanism of 
inhibition, claiming the result of the interaction, rather than the broad terminology presently claimed. Mr. Lorenz asked 
if the separation of ex vivo from in vivo might be good, and separation of inhibiting the person's immune reaction from 
that of the graft might be useful. The Examiner indicated that it might lessen the issues for examination, and get rid of 
the broader genera which is made by claiming everything from a single independent claim. Mr. Lorenz agreed to 
consider these and possibly file a supplemental amendment on 9/2906. 
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
